The Wednesday Phone-in forms: changes, using e Chairman and 
panel with preferably a local topic. yn sews this gives the Swansea 
community a change to talk to the people in authority. 

Alive is the style of Thursday s programnne, usually with someone 
from the Local Council or Voluntary Service. This enables people 
with problems to be directed to the right places for help. Also a 
researcher is on hand to give information to people before the 
programme goes off the air. 

The problems encountered on Thursday vary immensely from the 
way Swansea has carried out its pert in "European Heritage Year’ to 


the woman who can't get her television repaired. In one instance, a 
woman phoned in to say her £5 yeer old neighbour wanted a radio. 
By the end of the programme e^t radios were taken round to 
Swansea Sound. 

On Fridays, Wyn invites quests on the programme and gets back to 
a more relaxed style. 

Swansea Sound give the Phone-ins a break for the week-end. The 
Welsh speaking section of Swansea use the Phone-ins occasionally, 
but the Welsh language only constitutes about 1296 of Swansea's 
output. 

Wyn says the overall Phone-in format has changed during the first 
year’s broadcasting in accordance with what the local community 
wants to hear. In the future, Swansea hopes to have more face-to- 
face interviews with local personalities. 

But like all good Phone-in programmes, the success lies with the 
caller, you.

Code Revised 


THE INDEPENDENT Broadcast 
ing Authority has revised its code 


The code, which applies to both 
radio and TV commercials, has 
been tightened up. 

The main amendments deal 
with comparative advertising, the 
advertising of alcoholic drink, 
children, and medicines in advert- 
isements. In all commercials for 
toys, games and similar chiidren’s 
products, the cost must not be 
minimised by use of the words 
“only” and “just.” 

Comparative advertising with 
named competitors will in future 
be allowed, but subject to strict 
controls. Competitions designed 
to promote drink will not be ali- 
owed in advertisements. 

The IBA is required by law to 
prevent advertisements being 
broadcast that are likely to rnis- 
lead. It draws up, and reviews 
from time to time, a Code of 
Advertising Standards. Copies of
